Haig Moves on io Peronne 


French troops, after an advance of 


nearly seven miles on a front of 19 
miles are fighting for the crossings 
of the Canal Du Nord in the region 
north of Noyon. Immediately south of 
the Somme, British forces have moved 
east within three miles of the Somme. 
south of where it bends at Peronne, 
and are driving1 the enemy back to the 
river crossing's at Peronne and Brie. 


Bnpnnmc Still Holds Out 


From the Somme to north of Ba- 


paume, the British pressure has re- 
sulted in an advance of more than a 
mile on a front of more than five 
miles in the region of Cur hi and north- 
ward.

announcement that no witnesses 


would be presented for the defense was 
made by Judge George L. Emery oJ 
Biddefbrd, Just before Henry H. Hall, 
the "Wells Depot Baptist preacher, was 
taken before Trial Justice Harold H. 
Bourne today for a preliminary hear- 
ing on the charge of wife murder. 


Judge Emery said it had been decided 


to let the state present the evidence 
of its dozen witnesses to show pro- 
bable cause and make the tight to 
prove Hall's innocence in the supreme 
court at Alfred the latter part of next 
month, if the grand Jury finds an in- 
dictment then. 


The evidence obtained at the secret 


autopsy on the body of Mrs. Hall in 
the Harrington cemetery last week was 
revealed by County Attorney Franklin 
L. Chesley in his opening for the state, 
which occupied half an hour. 


The state contends that the many 


injuries on the body could not have 
been caused by a fall into the brook 
at "Wells Depot, as claimed by Hall, 
but that his wife was the victim of 
premeditated murder. 


Hall, who was brought to the Opera 


House, where the hearing was held in 
the presence of more than 700 people, 
its utmost capacity, by Sheriff Haven 
A. Roberts, and his counsel, showed no 
evidence of his recent illness and ap- 
peared to be in good spirits. 


Buys Mrs. Hall Was Clinked 


Attorney Chesley announced that the 


autopsy showed

wrists and of the second rib, and a 
puncture over the right eye. On the 
neck and to the right of the "Adam's 
apple" was a pear-shaped imprint under 
the skin and a ruptured blood vessel. 
On the left were three dislnct marks, 
inward and upward, caused by a great 
pressure.

Of U. S. Laid Between War 


of 1812 and War With 


Mexico in 1846 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—It has been 


said that the real financial foundation 
of tlio United States was laid 
during 


the period intervening between 
the 


war of 1813 and the war with Mexi- 
co, which began in May 1S46. 


It was during that period that the 


people began to feel their nationhood 


,,in a marked degree, settlements were 


extended to the Pacific coast 
and 
a 


continual stream of desirable 
immi- 


grants flocked to the United States. 


In, the two or three years immedi- 


ately preceding the Mexican war, more 
than 350,000 
Immigrants 
landed 
on 


American shores and every one 
was 


welcome, as the Industrial and agri- 
cultural expansion of the country was 


..so great that there were splendid op- 
Sportunities. By 1846 there were 5000 


miles of railroad 
lines in operation 


and they were being rapidly extended, 
tended. 


Another important event which had 


direct bearing on the financial pros- 
perity of the United States was the re- 
moval of import duties by England In 
1842. 
This, with the growth of 
the 


manufacturing industry 
in 
England, 


caused tremendous importation from 
this country 
particularly of cotton 


*Jand food products and it had a stimu- 


lating effect upon the entire nation. 


The financial system of the country 


rested upon a sound basis. 
Prejudice 


against internal taxation which had 
manifested itself during the early days 
and which was felt especially during 
the war of 1S12, had disappeared en- 
tirely and except for certain 
poVMcal 


measures, ar.a those of a minor -na- 
ture, the people were firmly united 
and cheerfully met the excise 
duties 


which 
tho 
exigencies 
of 
the 


times 
placed 
upon 
them.' 
Tho 


banking- 
system 
had 
been 
re- 


organized, sub-treasuries 
had been 


established 
and 
the 
country 
was 


far better prepared to enter into war 
with Mexico than It had been to un- 
dertake the second war with England 
in 1812. 


The Mexican war was of short du- 


ration, lasting only about two 
years, 


and it caused no serious financial de- 
pression. The revenae from import du- 
ties and internal taxation was 
such 


that there was no need to 
adopt 
a 


plan of emergency taxation with tho 
result that 
no 
extra 
burden 
was 


placed upon the people. 


The expenditures of the 
war 
de- 


partment from April 1, ,1S4G to April 
1..1S49 were $SO,S45M16 'as compared 
with the expenditures 
of 
$21,991,123 


during the previous three years. Dur- 
ing the period of the war the navy de- 
partment spent 515,768,000 which was 
a little more than $4,000,000 in excess 
of what that department had expended 
for the two and a half years before the 
war. 


To meet the excess 
of 
$63,605.621, 


congress 
decided 
upon 
the 
method 


adopted during the war of " 1812 
and 


authorized several issues.of 
treasury 


notes and government stock. The re- 
sults were far different, however, for 
while the issues during the 
war of 


1S12 
were disposed of with great dif- 


ficulty and one issued at least, had to 
be sold below par, the issues of 1846 
were in such demand that they were 
over-subscribed, and under one of the 
loan acts, when subscriptions were in- 
vited for $18,000,000 bids were received 
for 557,723,000 and these were made at 
rates varying from one-eighth of one 
per cent, to two per cent more than 
par. 
This was the first loan negotiated on 


a basis of this kind since the foun- 
dation of the government and it was 
due entirely to the splendid prosperity 
of the times and the solidity of public 
credit.

try continued to expand commercially,

>ress).—Several American airmen have 
recently been put on duty as special 
•ferry pilots" between England and 
France. This is very important work, 
consisting mainly of taking new war 
airplanes over the 
channel 
in 
all 


weathers to points where 
they 
are 


.eeded at the front. 
The task is not 


difficult in fine weather, but in bad 
reather it is sometimes very difficult 
and dangerous. 
Whether the weather 


s bad or good, the machines needed at 
he front must go without delay. 


On a recent day, chilly and obscure, 


one of the American "ferrymen" was 


rdered to take a new scout fighter to 
an aerodrome close to the front lines 
n Northern France. . The clouds were 
;o low and the haze so pronounced that 
.he far end of'the flying ground was 
barely visible. 
The pilot thought he 


might scrape through by flying low and 
jhancing possible engine failure. 


After he set off, he found matters 


even worse than he had thought. At 
200 feet, objects below were scarcely 
risible: at 300 feet he could see noth- 
ng. He made a circuit of the aero- 
drome, and might have landed again, 
except that the American pilots have 
a distaste for admitting that anything 
:s impossible. 


He rose to 350 feet and was envel- 


oped in cloud. It was now too late to 
land, for he had lost the aerodrome, 
and if he were to come down to look 
for a good field he might hit a neigh- 
boring cliff or factory chimney. The 
only thing to do was to keep on his 
compass course, and climb up above the 
clouds and after flying for about half 
an 
hour to 
glide 
down gradually 


through them in search of a landmark. 


At 3000 feet he found himself above 


the clouds and in the midst of morn- 
ing sunshine. 
The half hour passed 


and the pilot'had to make up his min'l 
to dive back down through the clouds. 


The luck suddenly decided it in the 


shape of a small gap 
in the cloud, 


through which he caught a glimpse of 
the green fields of France. 
Without 


hesitation he shut off his engine and 
dived through the gap. 
By good for- 


tune the clouds here were higher than 
on the English side, but it was rain- 
ing hard. 


He switched on the engine again be- 


low the clouds and sailed along at a 
comparatively low altitude through the 
rain, picking up landmarks by which 
he choso his course. 
Thence it was 


comparatively plain sailing, and in a 
short time he landed at the depot aero- 
drome and housed his machine.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Complete 


failure of the attempt of Gen. Horvath, 
the anti-Bolshevik 
leader, to estab- 


lish 
dictatorship in 
Siberia is re- 


ported in advices today from Vladivos- 
tok intervened to uphold the authority 
of the new government there. 


Gen. 
Pleshkoff, as announced in re- 


cent 
despatches, 
went to Vladvistok 


and prepared to execute a coup d-etat 
designed to place his chief Gen. Hor- 
vath at the head of the government in 
Siberia and all Russian military forces 
in the far east. 
The government at 


Vladvistok was thrown into contusion 
and was reported unable to deal with 
the situation. 
Allies Intervened 


Representatives of the allies, accord- 


ing to today's 
advices, 
acted 
very 


promptly, with the result that the coup 
failed and what promised to be an em- 
barassing situation was cleared away.

'AGE COMMISSION ISSUES 


NOTICE TO RESTAURANT KEEP- 


ERS RELATIVE TO WAGES 


The minimum wage commission of 


Massachusetts has issued the follow- 
ing 
notice 
to 
restaurant 
owners 


throughout the state. It has to do with 
the payment of living wages to women 
working in such establishments: 


During the latter part of the year 


1316 
the Massachusetts minimum wage 


commission investigated the wages of 
women employes 
in restaurants in | 


this state. 
It found that the wages 


paid to a substantial number of such 
employes were inadequate to supply 
the necessary cost of living- and to 
maintain them in health. Subsequent- 
ly at a public hearing it appeared that 
the wages and other forms of compen- 
sation, such as meals and lodging, paid 
to women in this occupation, had in- ! 
creased considerably in value since the | 
time covered by the commission's in- \ 
quiry. 
The 
commis.sion, 
therefore, ' 


postponed the formation of a wage 
board pending further inquiry concern- 
ing tho current trend of wages. 


Two supplementary inquiries, one in 


February and the other in July and 
August, 131S, indicate that there has 
been since the original investigation a 
general increase : "-gins from 15 to 50 
per cent, in tin- n.uney wage paid !n 
restaurants. 
Since the greatest in- 


crease in the cost of living is for the 
item of food, and since the majority 
of restaurant workers receive from 
one to three meals a day in addition 
to a money wage, the restaurants of 
Massachusetts nre at the present day 
paying to most of their female em- 
ployes a wage sufficient to cover the 
minimum cost of 
living. 
There are, 


nevertheless, still a number who are 
rccf-ivin=r less than a 
living 
wage. 


Wheie such unsatisfactory wage condi- 
liSis s:i!l prevail, the employers are 
not only handicapping their workers, 
hut also are thereby operating in un- 
fair competition with the large num- 
ber of proprietors who have met war 
conditions by bringing their wage scale 
up to ri living wa^e. 


In the endeavor to obviate these In- 


f-qiialilies without the necessity of es- 
tablishing a wage board for thin oc- 
cupation, and in the hope that the em- 
ployers will co-operate with it, the 
cohiniiHiUon hereby r-alls upon all pro- 
p:-i'-tors nf rr'Staiiranls, lunch and tea 
rooms, c a f e t e r i a s , and similar estab- 
lishments 
in 
th'i commonwealth 
lo 


jcrant to all female employes of ordt- 
nar yability now receiving an insuf- 
ficient wage .such increases as nre nec- 
essary to cover Ibe co.st of living of a 
self-siipporl ing woman at the present 
time. 


Ponding a Krttlsfactory response to

Dr. tlliinclinril 
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Of U. S. Laid Between War 


of 1812 and War With 


Mexico in 1846 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—It has been 


•aid that the real financial foundation 
of the United States was laid during 
the period intervening between 
the 


war of 1812 and the war with Mexi- 
co, whieh began in May 1846. 


It was during that period that the 


people began to feel their nationhood 
In a marked degree, settlements were 
extended to the Pacific coast and a 
continual stream of desirable 
immi- 


grants flocked to the United States. 


In the two or three years immedi- 


ately preceding the Mexican war, more 


- than 350,000 
Immigrants 
landed 
on 


American shores and every one was 
welcome, as the industrial and agri- 
cultural expansion of the country was 
so great that there were splendid op- 
portunities. By 1S46 there were 5000 
.miles of railroad 
lines in operation 


and- they were being rapidly extended, 
tended. 
Another important event which had 


direct bearing on the financial pros- 
perity of the United States was the re- 
moval of import duties by England in 
1842. 
This, with the growth of 
the 


manufacturing industry 
in 
England, 


. caused tremendous 
importation from 


this country 
particularly 
of 
cotton 


and food products and it had a stimu- 
lating effect upon the entire nation. 


The financial system of the country 


rested upon a sound basis. 
Prejudice 


against internal taxation 
which had 


manifested itself during the early days 
and which was felt especially during 
the war of 1812, had disappeared en- 
tirely and except for certain poV'cal 
measures, and those of a minor na- 
ture, the people were firmly united 
and cheerfully met the excise 
duties 


which 
the 
exigencies 
of 
the 


times 
placed 
upon 
them. 
Tha 


banking 
system 
had 
been 
re- 


organized, 
sub-treasuries 
had 
been 


established 
and 
the 'country 
was 


far better prepared to enter Into war 
with Mexico than It had been to.un- 
dertake the second war with England 
in 1812. 


The Mexican war was of short du- 


ration, lasting only about two 
years, 


and it caused no serious financial de- 
pression. The revenae from Import du- 
ties and internal taxation was such 
that there was no need to adopt' a 
plan of emergency taxation with the 
result that 
no extra 
burden 
was 


placed upon the people. 
The expenditures of the 
war 
de- 


partment from April 1, 184G to April 
1, 1S49 were $80,845,116 as 
compared 


with the expenditures 
of 
521,991,123 


during the previous three years. Dur- 
ing the period of the war the navy de- 
partment spent 518,758.000 which was 
a little more than $4,000,000 in excess 
of what that department had expended 
for the two and a half years before the 
war. 
To meet the excess of 
$63,605,621, 


congress decided upon the 
method 


adopted during the war of 
1812 and 


authorized several issues of treasury 
notes and government stock. The re- 
sults were far different, however, for 
while the issues during the 
war of 


1812 wftre disposed of with great dif- 
ficulty and one issued at least, had to 
be sold below par, the issues of 
1846 


were in such demand that they were 
over-subscribed, and under one of the 
loan acts, when subscriptions were In- 
vited for $18,000,000 bids were received 
for $57,723,000 and these -were made at 
rates varying from one-eighth of one 
per cent, to two per cent more than 
par.This was the first loan negotiated on 
a basis of this kind since the foun- 
dation of the government and it was 
due entirely to the splendid prosperity 
of the times and the solidity of public 
credit. 
Following the war period the coun- 


try continued to expand commercially.

SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, Aug. 


(Corresppndence of the 
Associated 


Press).—Several American airmen have 
recently been put on duty as special 
•ferry pilots" between England and 
France. This is very important work, 
consisting mainly of taking new war 
airplanes over the. channel 
In 
all 


weathers to points where 
they 
are 


needed at the front. The task is not 
difficult in fine weather, but 
in bad 


weather it is' sometimes very difficult 
and dangerous. 
Whether the weather 


s bad or good, the machines needed at 
he front must go without delay. 


On a recent day, chilly and obscure, 


one of the American "ferrymen" was 
ordered to take a new scout fighter to 
an aerodrome close to the front lines 
n Northern France. The clouds Were 
so low and the haze so pronounced that 
the far end of the flying ground was 
barely visible. 
The pilot thought he 


might scrape through by flying low and 
chancing possible engine failure. 


After he set off, he found matters 


even worse than he had thought. At 
!00 feet, objects below were scarcely 
visible; at 300 feet he could ff.f; 
noth- 


ing. 
He made a circuit of the aero- 


drome, and might have landed again, 
except that the American pilots have 
a distaste for admitting that anything 
is impossible. 


He rose to 350 feet and was envel- 


oped in cloud. It was now too late to 
land, for he had lost the aerodrome, 
and if he were to come down to look 
for a good field he might hit a neigh- 
boring cliff or factory chimney. The 
only thing to do was to keep on his 
compass course, and climb up above the 
clouds and after flying for about half 
an 
hour to 
glide down 
gradually 


through them in search of a landmark. 


At 3000 feet he found himself above 


the clouds and in the midst of rSorn- 
ing sunshine. 
The half hour passed 


and the pilot-had to make up his min'l 
to dive back down through the clouds. 


The luck suddenly decided it in the 


shape of a small gap in the 
cloud, 


through which he caught a glimpse of 
the green fields of France. 
Without 


hesitation he shut off his engine and 
dived through the gap. By good for- 
tune the clouds here were higher than 
on the English side, but it was rain- 
ing hard. 


He switched on the engine again be- 


low the clouds and sailed along at a 
comparatively low altitude through the 
rain, picking up landmarks by which 
he chose his course. 
Thence it was 


comparatively plain sailing, and In a 
short time he landed at the depot aero- 
drome and housed his machine.

failure of the attempt of Gen. Horvath. 
he anti-Bolshevik

of the new government there. 


Gen. Pleshkoff, as announced in re-

cupation of Noyon by the French earlier in the day, is a severe blow to 
the German forces and gives to the allies two very important points 
which the Huns desperately fought to hold for the past week.

the brief despatch came late this afternoon, no details were given, but 
considering the furious resistance offered by.the defenders fo rdays it is 
probable that the British took many prisoners and inflicted heavy losses.

gaze upon my two victims, but never 
.did I. lose sight of the patrol. 
When 


the patrol rushed at me. I was able to 
treak away by maneuvering. Until the 
end I aimed to keep the mastery of 
maneuver. 


"You 
ask me at what distance I 


shoot. 
Generally from 150 metres, ac- 


cording to my relative position. I be- 
iieve it could 'oe said if I attack front- 
ally I start to shoot at 150 metres, that 
being the most suitable, allowing for 
the speed of the machine. If I attack 
in the rear or laterally, I get somewhat 
closer."

The evidence obtained at the secret 


autopsy on the body of Mrs. Hall in 
the Harrington cemetery last week was 
revealed by County Attorney Franklin 
L. Chesley in his opening for the state, 
•which occupied half an hour. 


The state contends that the many 


Injuries on the body could not have 
been caused by a fall into the brook 
at Wells Depot, as claimed by Hall, 
but that his wife was the victim of 
premeditated murder. 


Hall, who was brought to the Opera 


House, where the hearing was held in 
the presence of more than 700 people.

Of U. S. Laid Between War 


of 1812 and War With 
Mexico in 1846 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—It has-been 


said that the real financial foundation 
of the United States was laid 
during 


the period 
intervening1 between 
the 


war of 1812 and the war with Mexi- 
co, which began- in Hay 1846. 


It was during that period that tlie 


people began to feel their nationhood 
In a marked degree, settlements were 
extended to the Pacific coast 
and 
a 


continual stream of desirable 
immi- 


grants nocked to the United States. 


In the two or three years 
immedi- 


ately preceding the, Mexican war, more 
than 350,000 
immigrants 
landed 
on 


American shores and every one 
was 


welcome, as the industrial and agri- 
cultural expansion of the country was 
BO great that there were splendid op- 
portunities. By 1846 there were 5000 
miles of railroad 
lines 
in 
operation 


and they were being rapidly extended, 
tended. 


Another important event v/hich had 


direct bearing on the financial pros- 
perity of the United States was the re- 
moval of import duties by England in 
1S42. 
This, with the growth of 
the 


manufacturing industry 
in England, 


caused tremendous 
importation 
from 


this country 
particularly 
of cotton 


and food products and it had a stimu- 
lating effect Spon the entire nation. 


The financial system of the country 


rested upon a sound basis.- 
Prejudice 


against internal taxation 
which 
ha 


manifested itself during the early days 
and which was felt especially during 
the war of 1S12, had disappeared en- 
tirely and except for certain pol"lcal 
measures, and those of a minor na- 
ture, the people were firmly 
united 


and cheerfully met the 
xcise 
duties 


which 
the 
exigencies 
of 
the 


times 
placed 
upon 
them. 
Tha 


banking1 
system 
had 
been 
re- 


organized, sub-treasuries 
had been 


established 
and 
the 
country 
was 


far better prepared to enter into war 
with Mexico than it had been to un- 
dertake the second war with England 
in 1S12. . 


The Mexican war was of, short du- 


ration, lasting only about two 
years, 


and it caused no serious financial de- 
pression. The revenae from import du- 
ties and internal taxation was such 
that there was no need to 
adopt 
a 


plan of emergency taxation with the 
result that 
no 
extra 
burden 
was 


placed upon the people. 
' 


The expenditures of the 
war 
de- 


partment from April. 1, 1846 to April 
1 1849 were 580,845.116 as 
compared 


with the expenditures 
of 
$21.991.123 


during the previous three years. Dur- 
ing the period of the war the navy de- 
partment spent $18,758,000 which was 
a little more than $4.000,000 in excess 
of what that department had expended 
for the two and a half years before the 
war. 
To meet the excess 
of 
$63,605.621, 


congress 
decided 
upon the 
method 


adopted during the war of 1812 
and 


authorized several issues of treasury 
notes and government stock. 
The re- 


sults wore far different, however, for 
while the issues during the 
war 
of 


1812 were disposed of with great dif- 
ficulty and one Issued at least, had to 
be sold below par, the issues of 
1846 


were in such demand that they were 
over-subscribed, and under one of the 
loan acts, when subscriptions were in- 
vited for 518,000,000 bids were received 
for $57,723,000 and these were made at 
rates varying from one-eighth of one 
per cent, to two per cent more than 
par.This was the first loan negotiated on 
a basis of this kind since the foun- 
dation of the government and it was 
due entirely to the splendid prosperity 
of the times and the solidity of public 
credit. 


Following the war period the coun- 


try continued to expand commercially, 


the discovery of gold In California had 
u marvelous effect upon national pros- 
perity and immigration, continued upon 
a larger scale than ever before, more 
immigrants coming between 1845 and 
1865 than in the preceding 25 years. 
The addition of the large 
territory 


ceded by Mexico 'increased importa- 
tions, and the entire western country 
possessed resources which were only in 
an embryo state of development, but 
which offered such wonderful possibil- 
ities that It was generally realized that 
the nation was at the threshold of a 
new commercial era. 


While the national debt had been in- 


creased from 515,550.000 to 56S.304.000 
by war loans, this was reduced so rap- 
idly that in 1857 the principal was but 
528.700,000. 
In this flourishing condi- 


tion the country approached the Civil 
war.

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SOMEWHERE IN ENGLAND, Aug.

press).—several American airmen have 
recently been put on fluty as special 
"ferry pilots" between England and 
Prance. This is very important work, 
consisting mainly of taking new war 
airplanes over the 
channel 
in 
all 


weathers to points where 
they 
are 


needed at the front. 
The task is.not 


difficult in fine weather, but 
in 
bad 


weather it is sometimes very difficult 
and dangerous. 
Whether the weather 


is bad or good, the machines needed at 
the front must go without delay. 


On a recent day, chilly and obscure, 


one of the American "ferrymen" was 
ordered to take a new scout fighter to 
an aerodrome close to the front lines 
in Northern France. The clouds were 
so low and the haze so pronounced that 
the far end of the flying ground was 
barely visible. 
The pilot thought he 


might scrape through by flying low ami 
chancing possible engine failure. 


After he set oft, he found matters 


even worse than he had thought. At 
200 feet, objects below were scarcely 
visible; at 300 feet he could see noth- 
ing. 
He made a circuit of the aero- 


drome, and might have landed again, 
except that the American pilots have 
a distaste for admitting that anything 


impossible. 
He rose to 350 feet and was envel- 


oped in cloud. It was now too late to 
land, for he had lost the aerodrome, 
and if he were to come down to look 
for a good field he might hit a neigh- 
boring cliff or factory chimney. 
The 


only thing to do was to keep on his 
compass course, and climb up above the 
clouds and after flying for about half 
an 
hour to 
glide 
down gradually 


through them in search of a landmark. 


At 3000 feet he found himself above 


the clouds and in the midst of morn- 
ing sunshine. 
The half hour passed 


and the pilot had to make up his mind 
to dive back down through the clouds. 


The luck suddenly decided it in the 


shape of a small gap 
in the 
cloud, 


through which he caught a glimpse of 
the green fields of France. 
Without 


hesitation he shut off his engine and 
dived through the gap. By good for- 
tune the clouds hero were higher than 
on the English side, but it was rain- 
ing hard. 


He switched on the engine again be- 


low the clouds and sailed along at a 
comparatively low altitude through the 
rain, picking up landmarks by which 
he chose hia course. 
Thence it was 


comparatively plain sailing, and in a 
short time he landed at the depot aero- 
drome and housed his machine.

experience with revenue bills in the 
past, it will be in their hands a loni^ 
time, if the finance committee orders 
hearings and Rives everybody 
who 


wants to, a chance to express their 
opinion." 


The statement of the speaker coupled 


with those of Chairman Simmons of 
the senate finance committee and the 
democratic floor leader put an end to 
the possibility of getting the Mil out 
at tho time urged by Secretary McAdoo 
and have also revived the month old 
rumor to the effect that tho revenue 
bill will not pass at the present se$- 
alon. The speaker would not comment 
on that rumor, but he remarked that 
there would bo practically nothing for 
tho house to do while tho revenue bill 
was In the hands of tho senate.
